A Bill to establish and incorporgte a teaching University in the State of 

Andhra Pradesh and to provide for matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto . 


BE It enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. ( 1) This Act may be called the University of Hyderabad Act, 1974 . Short

(7 ) to recognise an Institution of higher learning for such pur 
poses as the University may determine and to withdraw such recog 
nition ; 

(8 ) to recognise persons working in any recognised institution 
or in any Institution associated with the University for imparting 
Instruction or supervising research or both , and to withdraw guch 
recognition ; 


(9 ) to appoint persons working in any other University or orga 
nisation as teachers of the University for a specified period ; 

( 10 ) to create administrative , ministerial and other posts and 
to make appointments thereto ; 

( 11 ) to co - operate or collaborate or associate with any other 
University or authority or Institution of higher learning in such 
manner and for such purposes as the University may determine; 


(12 ) to establish such campuses , special centres , specialised labo 
ratories or other units for research and Instruction as are , in the 
opinion of the University , necessary for the furtherance of its 
objects ; 
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( 13 ) to institute and award fellowships, scholarships, student. 
ships, medals and prizes ; 

(14 ) to establish and maintain Colleges, Institutions and Halls ; 

( 15 ) to make provision for research and advisory services , and 
for that purpose to enter into such arrangements with other Institu 
tions or bodies as the University may deem necessary ; 

( 16 ) to declare a College, an Institution or a Department as an 
autonomous College or Institution or Department, as the case may be ; 

(17 ) to determine standards for admission into the University , 
which may include examination , evaluation or any other method of 
testing; 

( 18) to demand and receive payment of fees and other charges; 

( 19 ) to supervise the residences of the students of the University 
and to make arrangements for promoting their health and general 
welfare ; 

(20) to make special arrangements in respect of women students 
as the University may consider desirable ; 

( 21) to regulate and enforce discipline among the employees 
and students of the University and take such disciplinary measures 
in this regard as may be deemed by the University to be necessary ; 

(22 ) to make arrangements for promoting the health and general 
welfare of the employees ; 

( 23 ) to receive donations and to acquire, hold , managed and dis 
pose of any property , movable or immovable , including trust and 
endowment properties for the purposes of the University ; 

( 24 ) to borrow , with the approval of the Central Government, 
on the security of the property of the University , money for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(25 ) to do all such other acts and things as may be necessary , 
incidental or conducive to the attainment of all or any of the objects 
of the University . 

6 . (1 ) The jurisdiction of the University shall extend to the whole of 
the State of Andhra Pradesh .

THE STATUTES OF THE UNIVERSITY 


1. (1 ) The Vice - Chancellor shall be a whole -time salaried officer of the The Vice 

Chancellor.

(2 ) The Vice -Chancellor shall hold office for a term of five years from 
the date on which he enters upon his office : 


Provided that the Visitor may direct that a Vice - Chancellor , whosc 
term of office has expired , shall continue in office for such period , not 
exceeding a total period of one year, as may be specifierl in the direction . 


( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (2 ) , a person ap 
pointed as Vice -Chancellor shall, if he attains the age of sixty - five 
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years during the term of his office or any extension thereof, retire from 
office, 

(4 ) The emoluments and other terms and conditions of service of the 
Vice - Chancellor shall be as follows: 

(i) There shall be paid to the Vice- Chancellor a salary of three 
thousand rupees per mensem and he shall be entitled , without 
payment of rent, to use a furnished residence throughout his 
term of office and no charge shall fall on the Vice -Chancellor 
personally in respect of the maintenance of such residence .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The six point formula for Andhra Pradesh envisaged the establish 
ment of a Central University at Hyderabad . In purusuance of the said 
formula , a new Article , namely , Article 371 - E was inserted in the Consti 
tution by the Constitution ( Thirty - second Amendment) Act, 1973 , 
empowering Parliament to make law to provide for the establishment of 
a University in the State of Andhra Pradesh . 


2 . In order to work out the details of the proposal for the establishi . 
ment of a Central University in the State of Andhra Pradesh , a Workirig 
Group was appointed under the Chairmanship of Dr. George Jacob , 
Chairman , University Grants Commission , The Group has since sub 
mitted its report and Government have alregly acecpted the recommen 
dations of the Working Group. 


3 . The Bill seeks to establish a teaching University at Hyderabad in 
the State of Andhra Pradesh .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill provides fo rthe establishment and maintenance 
of the Central University at Hyderabad . According to the estimates 
prepared by the Working Group , which was set up by the Government 
to work out the details of cost for the establishment and maintenance of 
the said University , the total non -recurring cost for a period of 10 years 
will be about Rs . 11.60 crores and the recurring expenditure during 
the Fifth Five Year Plan will be about Rs . 304 crores. The expendi 
ture involved will be met by the University Grants Commission from 
its plan allocation . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 25 of the Bill empowers the Executive Council of the Univer 
sity to make new or additional Statutes or to amend or repeal the 
Statutes of the University subject to the assent of the Visitor. Sub 
clause (5 ) of the said clause empowers the Visitor also to make new or 
additional Statutes or amend or repeal the Statutes of the University 
during the period of three years immediately following the commence 
ment of the Act. That sub - clause empowers the Visitor also to make 
detailed Statutes on the expiry of the said period of three years and 
such detailed Statutes should be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 
The matters in respect of which the Executive Council and the Visitor 
may make , amend or repeal Ştatutes or the Visitor may make detailed 
Statutes , relate to the constitution , powers and functions of the Univer 
sity , the manner of appointment of the officers and teachers of the 
University , the terms and conditions of service of employees of the 
University and other matters. 


2 , Clause 26 of the Bill empowers the Vice - Chancellor of the Uni 
versity to make the first Ordinances of the University with the previous 
approval of the Central Government and the Ordinances so made may 
be amended , repealed or added to at any time by the Executive Coun 
cil. The matters in respect of which Ordinances may be made, or , as 
the case may be , amended , repealed or added to , relate to the admission 
of students , courses of study, conduct of examinations, establishment 
of Centres of studies, specialised laboratories and the manner of co 
operation and collaboration with other Universities and authorities and 
other matters. 


3 . Clause 27 of the Bill enables the authorities of the University to 
make Regulations for the conduct of their business and that of the 
Committees appointed by them . 


4 . The matters for which Statutes, Ordinances or Regulations may be 
made pertain to matters of procedure or detail and it is hardly possible to 
provide for them in the Bill . The delegation of legislative powers is of 
a normal character.

BILL NO. 66 OF 1974 
A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain sums from and 

out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Pondicherry 
for the services of the financial year 1974 - 75 . 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - fifth year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 


Short title 


1. This Act may be called the Pondicherry Appropriation Act, 1974 . 

2 . From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of 
5 Pondicherry there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those 

specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate (inclu 

sive of the sums specified in column 3 of the Schedule to the Pondicherry 
19 of 1974. 

Appropriation (Vote on Account) Act, 1974 ] to the sum of fifteen crores, 

one lakh and forty -four thousand rupees towards defraying the several 
10 charges which will come in course of payment during the financial year 

1974 - 75 in respect of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule.
